Electricising Water Fower.

Clear lake, 75 miles north of San
Francisco and 1,317 feet above the sea
level, having its outlet at Cache creek,
a8 stream supplying 327,000,000 gallons
of water daily, is to have its forces
translated into electrieity, sent on over-
head copper wires, 20,000 horse-power
and upward, to the motors at San Fran-
eisco, besides doing lots of work all
aroupd the region and on the line of
frangit. On the way the waste water
is to irrigate hundreds of thousands of
acres of land, meking it bud and blos-
som like the rose, The water will be
shot through Pelton wheels, which will
be conpected directly with the dyna-
 mos, the latter being among the lnrgest
and most powerful known. The truns-
mission of electricity under the waters
of the -bay has been nn intricate and
dffffenit problém, Hut has found its solu-
tion, And -now presents no obstacie of

ELECTRIC LIGHTS AND EYESIGHT

| Tnprotected Lamps Found to Be Inju-
rious to the Eyesight.

The gquestion of injury to the eyes
Trom electric light is being promineni-
ly discussed by scientists, oculists and
laymen throughout the country. While
| epinions widely differ as to the ulti-
j mate injury likely to result from the
| rapidly increasing use of electricity,
the consensus of opinion is that light
from muncovered or uncolored globes is
working damage to the eyesight of hu-
manity. In a discussion of the subject
a London electric light journal, in de-
fending its trade, feels called upon to
make some important admissions. [t
says: It is not customary to look at
the sun, and not-even the most enthusi-
astic eleetricinn wonld suggest that
naked nres and incandeecent filaments
were objeets to be pazed at without
| limit. Bot naked arc lights are not
| usually placed so as to come within the
line of sight, and when they do aceci-
dentally, whatever mey result, the in-
| jury to the eye is quite perceptible. Tho
{ilament of a plow lamp, on the other
| hand, is most Tikely to meet the eve, but
a frosted bulb ie an extremely simple
| and common way of getting over that
'rdi!ﬁrn]f)'. The whole trouble ean Le
casily remedied by the use of properly
| frosted or colored ginss globes, In any
case, however, the actuasl permanent
imjury to the eye by the glowing fila-
ment is no greater than that due to an
ordinary gas flame."™” !
